The Antioch Village Board of 
Trustees Tuesday night approved 
the formation of an • Industrial 
Development Council to try ;lo 
bring industrial growth to ' the 
village. > 

The hoard gave -unanimous ap- 
proval to the proposition put forth 
by Henry (Pete) Plckard.. 

Pickard said the council, which 
Is to be composed of seven mem- 
bers, would work Independent of 
any group; 

It would be composed of three 
members of the Antioch Cham- 
ber of Commerce, three from (he 
Village Board and a seventh 
member. 

Named were Plckard, Cliff 
Vfliiderwcrkcr, Grant Spong, 
William Brook, Arthur R, Meier- 
dirk, J. Irving Walsh and Rich- 
ard O. Bumetlc. 

The three trustees already form 
Uio villag e's industrial develop- 
ment" committee and Spong, Van- 
dcrwerkcr and Plckard arc on 
the Chamber's Industrial commit- 
tee,

Plckard told the. trustees that 
the first task would be to fill out 
an Industrial fact sheet to be 



filed with the stutc so that In- 
dustry looking for u homo. would 
have a rundown on Antioch*. to 
consider. 

"At least In this way wc would 
be under consideration," Pickard 
said, "Just -by having our resume 
on file." 

Pickard said that 100 new fac- 
tory workers in the area would 
bring in $710,000 in new Income to 
the community, some $229,000 In- 
to the batiks and an additional 
$331,000 In retail sales. 

He said that a good amount of 
Information would have to be 
gathered in order for the village 
to find out its strengths and 
weaknesses. 

He said ihat it lias been shown 
that the bulk of Industrial growth 
for any area comes from indus- 
try already within the area. 

"lint an overall development 
survey would point out the dc- 
jie k'iicie.s and t h eir w c would be 
"able In correct them, lie said rr~ 

Pickard also pointed out that 
a careful survey would have- to 
be taken, to determine what in- 
dustry would be good for Anti- 
och. a 

.There arc some industrial 



growths that leave much' to be 
desired as far as the village is 
concerned, Pickurd pointed out.- 

Mayor Raymond ■ Toft opined 
that the idea was u good one. 

"It will 'take a lot of work and 
study," Toft said, "but if will be 
a good thing for the community." 
ZONING MATTERS 

In other action- the board ap- 
proved one zoning matter and de- 
layed action-oil another. 

The apprqvah^vas given to, a 
petition of the Antioch Commer- 
cial Co, for a special use permit 
In a. manufacturing district to 
convert a single-family home on 
Dwlghl' Court and North Avenue 
to a two-family residence. 

The approval was grunted on 
the recommendation of the Anti- 
och Zoning Board of Appeals 
which recommended approval a 
vote of 4 to 0. 

The 'action delayed was on a 
petition by Eileen Lcwin to re- 
'znne~propcrly-al-Orchurd-Slrcel- 
and David Avenue from R-2 
single family to R-4 two-family 
for construction of. a new build- 
ing. . 

Realtor Bernard Osmond rep- 
resented the petitioner. 



The Zoning Board of Appeals 
recommended the petition be de- 
nied because of "spot zoning" 
and that it would not be in the 
best interest of the' community. 

Osmond, who sold he would 
not fight. the case* in court, did 
soy, however, that spot zoning 
was a tool used by zoning boards 
when everything else in the pe- 
tition conformed to the ordin- 
ance. 

"How can I fight spot zoning," 
he said, "when there is really no 
definition Tor it." 

Osmond lamented that If the 
village was' never going to vary 
the zoning ordinance it didn't 
need a zoning board. 
" "If a zoning ordinance Is any 
good at all," he said, "it must 
change. It must blend as the 
community blends.

Board Attorney Edward Jacobs 
agreed (hat the zoning board of * 
appeals was a recommending 
body but the setup offered no. pro- 
vision for appeal. , ; '■" . < .. 

He said that .nine times out of 
ten the board had to follow the 
recommendation of the zoning 
board. 

He told the trustees that they 
had three courses of action. Tho 
board could either refer it back 
to the zoning board for reconsid- 
eration, It could go along with 
the zoning board's recommenda- 
tion or it could override the rec- 
ommendation. 

The board instead chose to de- 
fer action on the mailer until 
the first meeting in October.' 

The board also voted to pay 
the members of the Antioch Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals $10 per

world over.' Ninety-eight per cent '. 
of all flies collected in houses are 
house flies. They are known to 
be naturally infected with. .more 
than twenty human diseases teg. 
typhoid fever, summer diarrhea, 
also round and tapeworms) -which 
are easily transferred, to humans 
by the disgusting habits of walk- 
ing or feeding on garbage and 
excrement and also on people's 
foods. Bacteria are carried both 
inside, and outside, the fly's body. 
The house fly does not bite but 
it annoys, man and domestic ahi- , 
mals by landing on their bodies. 

The house, fly overwinters as a , 
larva or , pupa beneath ..manure 
'piles! or Similar situations.' They 
can reproduce all winter if found 
in warm buildings. A fertiliz^dy"'' 
female averages 500 eggs and an 
average life cycle takes about 
20' days. The larva of the house 
fly Is called a maggot. Many 
.times maggots are found by home-. ' 
-owners in their garbage cans. 
Normally, however, the house fly — 
is usually just a nuisance pest 
found jn the home. - - ~ 

The 'presence of house flies is 
an indication that the homeowner 
himself or his .neighbors have 
failed to dispose of manure, gar- 
bage, sewage, dead animals, etc.. 
properly. Sanitation is the basic, 
step to control. Make sure lids en 
garbage cans fit tightly. Possibly 
a pet kept- in the backyard is 
causing the problem. To perman- 
ently keep flies out of the garbage 
cans tack a 20% dichlorvos (DD- 
VP) resin strip to the lid. These 
resin strips also do an excellent 
job iii the house and should be 
used at the rate of one strip for 
every 1.000 cubic feeTof^robttt 
space 'eg. 10x10x10). The room 
should be kept closed to obtain 
optimum control. These strips arc 
effective 6-8 weeks. For immed- 
iate relief use a pressurized spr.ay 
can containing at least 0.1% 
pyrethrin (check label for active" 
ingredients). Of course screens 
should be kept in good repair. 
Outside using a hose-end sprayer 
treat tall grass, shrubbery, etc., 
with Malalhion. Follow label dir- 
ections for application rates and 
note precautions.
